From Udine there is a good 
road over to Trieste. Along the 
way one passes, on the left, a 
great cemetery which stretches 
up a steep slope in rhythmic 
terraces. Several thousands of 
Italians who were killed by the 
Germans, or shot by their own 
officers in the great rout of their 
Army at Caporetto, are buried 
there. This city, where General 
von Buelow delivered his tre- 
mendous blow at Italy’s best 
forces, is only 21 miles north of 
the pleasant town of Udine. 

All along the way to Trieste 
the Adriatic is on the right, and 
on the left the vineyards climb 
the steep hills which, in reality, 
are little foothills of the Alps 
which there run down to the 
sea. In that time, Trieste was 
one of the world’s hot spots, 

Tito was in a saber rattling, 
bellowing mood. Trieste was 
his, and the United Nations had 
no authority to withhold it. In

Our Water Systems 


Fulton is Georgia’s greatest urban 
county, but is remarkably rural in many 
respects. For instance, residents who live 
bevond the water mains of the City of 
Atlanta must get their water in two unit 
fashion, from springs and wells. 

Droughts and a falling water table 
have meant distress to the state’s big- 
city county. Of even more importance, 
though, is the lack of homebuilding and 
development of vacant property in these 
waterless sections. 


Metropolitan Atlanta's greatest sub- 
urban development is in DeKalb with its 
countywide water system. Cobb has the 
same sort of water system, and is growing 
like a weed. Clayton County plans to steal 
even more potential residents from Fulton 
by installing a county water system, too. 

Under the Plan of Improvement, the 
city-county water supply was placed in 
the hands of the city, and Fulton mustn't 
touch. The two governments have coop- 
erated ih getting water to unincorporated 
areas, but at the present rate of progress 
it will be many years before Fulton is a 
well-watered land, and able to compete 
on an equal basis with DeKalb, Cobb and 
Clayton for new residents and taxpayers. 


The Fulton County Commission is well 
aware of this critical situation and is 
anxious to see it remedied. The law pre- 
vents the commission, though, from going 
into the water business. And the city, 
while willing to help residents of the 
county, naturally thinks of itself first. 

Fulton Commissioner Archie Lindsey 
has come up with an excellent idea. It is 
a Metropolitan Water Authority to serve 
the whole Atlanta area. It would merge 
the existing systems into one big one. It 
would have enough strength and resources 
to do the job needed, and to do it right. 

Apparently there is no end to the 
growth of the Atlanta Metropolitan area. 
Some of the independent water systems 
are overtaxed already, and the demand 
for their services keeps increasing. 

Mr. Lindsey’s proposal is a straw in the 
wind. He knows the opposition it is bound 
to meet, and the reasons that will be 
given why it cannot be done. 

It is so logical, though, and the need 
for such a system so obvious, that it 
merits the consideration of every taxpayer 
and property owner in the area.

The Georgia Broiler 


Still Rules the Roost 


Raise that drumstick on high and cry: 
“The.winner—and still champion... the 
Georgia broiler!” 

Even the Department of Commerce 
refers to broiler production in the South- 
east as “meteoric”. Last year 338,095,000 
broilers were sent to market in Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia, Mississippi, Tennessee 
and the Carolinas. 

This was nearly 10 times the produc- 
tion of the entire United States in 1934. 
Meteoric isn’t the word for it. 

Georgia led with 463,413,000 pounds. 
This returned $101,951,000 to Georgia 
growers. 

Nearly 43 per cent of the total U.S 
production came from the South Atlantic 
States. 

All this makes us happy. The broiler 
industry has revolutionized north Geor- 
gia, but it fits in elsewhere as well. By 
all means let’s keep building on this firm 
foundation. Now and then we get a little 
weary of finding chicken on the plates at 
banquets, luncheons, and plain dinners. 
But, if it takes it to keep Georgia ahead, 
we say, “Bring them on.” 

We do wish, though, someone would 
pass out recipes for frying chicken to some 
of the roadside places. A few seem to think 
that crankcase oil is all right for frying. 
Others apparently believe the same fry- 
ing fat will last indefinitely, or need¢ only 
an occasional addition. But, in general, 
even tle cooking is improving. 

So, let’s raise the royal drumstick 
high and hail King Broiler.

Tito Plays Both Sides 
And Reaps the Profits 


The Soviet Union and Yugoslavia have 


issued a joint declaration of principles for 
world consumption that could mean any- 
thing. Whether the conference has resulted 
in victory for the Kremlin or for Mar- 
shal Tito still must be decided. 

It is apparent that Tito managed to 
withstand Soviet pressures as far'as in- 
dependence of his courtry is coneérned. 
He did not rejoin the Cominform, that 
instrument of Soviet imperialism: disguised 
as world communism. 

But the wily Russians will be able to 
use the conference for propaganda pur- 
poses in keeping the rest of the satellites 
in line. The spread of Titoism is their 
great fear. 

The Russians also gained Tito’s support 
for their collective security treaty for all 
Europe on the Soviet pattern and for ad- 


‘ sh. 
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mission of Red China to membership 
in the United Nations. They also are in 
agreement that Formosa should go to Red 
China. 

The suggestion that “all other” coun- 
tries which meet the requirements of the 
United Nations’ Charter be admitted to 
that body is another subtle approach to 
gain membership for the satellite coun- 
tries. 

Tito remains in a fortunate position of 
being able to play the Soviet Union and 
the West against each other. He is a Com- 
munist and what would happen in a show- 
down is by no means certain. But at 
present he is in a most fortunate position 
for a Communist dictator. He can black- 
mail both sides.

Georgia Farm Story 


Is Drama of Courage 


Twenty-five years ago only 800,000 
acres of Georgia land were in grass. To- 
day there are more than 3,000,000 acres in 
pasture and the number increases every 
year. And the total production on Geor- 
gia farms is still on the upgrade. 

What has happened is a remarkable 
story, as told in a recent bulletin from the 
University of Georgia’s Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service. During the past 25 years 
Georgia farmers have learned more about 
farming than during the entire previous 
period of the state’s history. 

Briefly, what has happened is an aban- 
donment of the row-crop system for a 
balanced, diversified agriculture. Rota- 
tion of crops has been accepted and soil 
conservation has become standard prac- 
tice. Increased acreage in grass and trees 
is holding the soil and water. 

Farmers have learned how to fer- 
tilize their lands to produce greater yields 
and to turn lands unsuited to production 
of such crops as corn and cotton to pas- 
tures and other uses. They have learned 
the value of good seed and how to work 
with county agents and-experiment sta- 
tions. 

The Extension Service and other gov- 
ernment agencies have taken education to 
the field and every farmer has the op- 
portunity for expert advice on how best 
to utilize his land. Rural electrification 
has opened new opportunities for pro- 
duction and for better living. 

The result is reflected, of course, in 
higher living standards and a reduction 
in the heavy physical work formerly asso- 
ciated with tilling the soil. 

There's still much more to be done. 
The job of rehabilitating Georgia farm 
lands and farming methods cannot be 
completed in a quarter century. But a 
splendid start has been made and those 
responsible for it deserve the thanks of 
every man, woman and child in the state.

Are Censors Necessary 
For Public Salvation? 


Atlanta’s movie censorship code will 
be tested in United States District Court 
here. 

Loew's, Inc., has brought suit to en- 
join the city from banning the showing of 
a movie called “The Blackboard Jungle.” 
According to local arbiters of public taste 


and morals, the movie is “immoral, ob- 
scene, licentious, and will adversely af- 
fect the peace, health, morals and good 


order of the city.” 

Inasmuch as “The Blackboard Jungle” 
is being shown in other cities with no 
noticeable rise in the crime rate and a total 
absence of rioting in the streets, this is 
quite an indictment of the maturity and 
stability of the Atlanta public. 

Censorship is a thorny problem, 
a process that is essentially 
cratic. It assumes a certain amount of in- 
fantilism among the majority. It pre- 
sumes the existence of an elect minority 
which, in its superior wisdom, alone is 
competent to distinguish good from evil. 
This is incompatible with a system which 
is based on the theory that the public is 
intelligent enough for self-government, 
and that the will of the majority should 
prevail. 

Nevertheless we have those among us 
who believe that censorship is necessary 
for the greatest good of the greatest num- 
ber. This is no compliment to the people, 
is a Slam at the products of our educational 
system, and an insult to the good taste 
and discretion of the average man.

There 
are few diseases of the mind and 
soul which so greatly corrupt life, 
so damages our spiritual growth 
and so blocks our approach to God 
as the nursing of a hurt and the 
holding of a grudge toward an- 
other man — whatever the cause.

ancient city isn’t very old, and there isn’t much dirt atop it, and 


there really isn’t much city left. 

New Echota, Georgia capital of 
the Cherokees, flourished between 
1825 and 1832, the year the driven 
exodus of its people began. By 
1838 they were gone, and the capi- 
tal too. A lot of detective work 
went into finding where it once 
was — historical studies, tracing 
of old surveyings. Finally, the lIcts 
of New Echota were fairly well 
established in the fields near Cal- 
houn. 


Archaeologists of the Georgia 
Historical Commission, which has 
made a project of finding and re- 
storing the Indian capital, came 
with their painstaking ways upon 
the site. 

Lewis Larsen of the Historical 
Commission laid out a grid system 
to guide the excavation work. Pro- 
fessor Clemens de Baillou of the 
University of Georgia guided the 
searching diggers. 

Prof. De Baillou tells of the ex- 
cavations of 1954 in the spring is- 
sue of ‘‘Early Georgi~,"’ a publica- 
tion of the Soziety for the Preser- 
vation of Early Georgia History. 

His story of the finding of a lost 
and dried-up spring and the re 
discovery of the principal road of 
the capital is engrossing. De Bail- 
lou’s style is that of the scientist, 
sparse and exact. Here, he writes 
of excavations at the site of Mce- 
Coy’s Tavern: 

‘Approximately 18,000 square 
feet of topsoil were removed from 


was a heavy red clay of undeter- 
mined depth, archeologically ster- 
ile. Penetrating into this layer 
were many post holes, some of 
which proved rather shallow — 
just four to six inches deep. This 
fact led us to the conclusion that 
there had been a considerable loss 
of topsoil, the result of a hundred 
years of intensive agriculture, pri- 
marily cotton and corn.’”’ 

Post holes, refuse heaps, chim- 
ney sites provided clues to the size 
and location of the buildings of 
New Echota. A U.S. half-dime of 
1824 was found, also a large silver 
coin of 1802. China, household 
wares and printing type were 
found in the dirt of the long-lost 
capital. The type — about 1,700 
pieces — was remains, evidently, 
of the Cherokee Phoenix, the news- 
paper of the Indian capital. It was 
printed in the Cherokee language, 
using the syllabary invented by 
Sequoyah, the illiterate Cherokee. 

Professor De Baillou’s report, 
published through courtesy of the 
Georgia Historical Commission, 
has a fine last : 7 

“In conclusion we want to em- 
phasize that all New Echota, with 
its beautiful, handpainted china. its 
precious Cherokee printing type, is 
just one manifestation of a rare 
sociological phenomenon in which 
a people, living at the level of a 
primitive culture, endeavored to 
make the change to Christian, 
classical civilization — using these 
words culture and civitiestion in 
their orignial sense referring to 
Cultura and Civitas.”’
